a mounting surface for mounting a pulley, gear, or wheel thereto; 

a first face and a second face and an opening extending from said first face toward said second 
face, said opening for receiving [a] the sha ft, said opening comprising an inne r surface 
extending parallel to an axis of said opening ; 

an integral key extending along said inner surface, [said opening] said integral key extending at
